th what deceitfull craft , and falſe 
6 p2actiſes , (the outragious Enemie of 
Chꝛiſtendome) the Turk a fewe pœres 
paſt, thꝛough the permiſſion of God, and 
foz our finnes, fooke in the ſtrong and 
well defenced holde of Raab in Yunga- 
ria, and with all other Foꝛtreſſes lying on the frontiers, 
whereby no ſmall loſſe and damage is hetherto growne 
vnto all Chꝛiſtendome: is well knowne vnto many. 
But foꝛaſmuch, as GS D himſelfe, had euen ſo ſmal 
pleaſure, in ſuch falſe pꝛactiſes, and crafty deceit of the 
enemie, as of our owne ſinnes, whereby wee daily pꝛo⸗ 
uoke him, that he ſuffercth the enemp to raigne oucr vs, 
be hath with his grace furned againe to vs, and giuen 
his Chꝛiſtian ſouldiours a hart and courage, that they 
and they; whole company coming befo2e the ſaid Bold, 
by the power and help of GD D, haue wonderfully ta- 
ken and wonne the ſame. Foz which glo210us victozic, 
the ſame almighty God bee p2ayſcd and thanked foz e⸗ 
uer, and that hee will be ſtill aſſiſtant to his Chaiſtian 
people, to deſtroy and defend the Cnemie , foz his moſt 
boly Names ſake, Amen,

The whole circumſtances as it happened, of 


the getting thereof, is contayned brietely in a let- 
ter written to the Emperours Nlaieſtie, as 
followet]:. 


F Þ © Lozd Adolph of Swartzburg , becing credi- 
' blyinfozmed, that the Turkes of Raab, were 
gone foꝛth on foraging : departed out of Camorr 
the 18, day of Parch, 1 5 9 S. with certaine En⸗ 
fignes of well appointed Wouldiers on hozſebacke and 
on foote, and with the L920 Palfy, with theſe his Yats 
ducks, Yuſſerns, and certaine Duch men of Strigonia, 
and ſo ſecrotly encamped in a vales; holow place, about 
thzee leagues from Raab. From thence hes pzeſently 
ſent about midnight, a hundꝛed choſen men on hozſe- 
backe and on ceote, befoze to Raab, with certaine was 
gons, laden with Boate-bzidges, Skaling⸗ladders, and 
inſtruments of fire-wozkes. But he himſelfe with the 
reft of his Souldiers, followed ſoftly after. 

Jn which expedition, almightie God wonderfullis 
ſhewed his goodnes towards vs. 

Fo2 enen as the Chꝛiſtian Souldiers appzochedners 
vnto Raab, and the Pwne ſhyning ſo light and ſoclere, 
that they might eafily haue been ſtene, pcrceined, and 
knowne of the Enemie: ſuddainly a long, thick t black 
cloude, couered the Boone in ſuch ſoꝛt, that thep toulde 
fcant viſcerne one another, 

In which ſuddaine darkning of the £Poone : there 
aroſe alſo a great winde, and withall , a miſt, Which 
winde did dꝛiue the noyſe of our Souldiers and they; 
furniture backe from the Enemy, and thepꝛz comming 
ſo vnlooked foꝛ, that they could not percciue any thing 
at all, When the Fozeward was come fo Raab (with- 
out becing perceiued as afoze-ſaid,) they found the aw 
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7. 
bzidge downe, and the Poztcullis dzawne vp. Becauſe 
he Turkes of Raab, looked enery houre fo2 certain was 
ons of pꝛouender to come from Stulweiſsenburg, and 
arednoinuaſton at this time. 

Which good opoztunitie our men quickly percet- 
uing, paſſed oner the bꝛidge tothe gate, faſfning the in 
ſtruments of fire wozkes , and kindling of the ſame, 
which w2ought not at the very firff, but pet at laſt with 
the greater fo2ce, it did teare, 4 bzeake both gate, wall, 
and whatſoeuer els it lightedon , and made ſuch way, 
that they in the fozward, thzuſt into the Holde, making 
haſt to the watch, which they killed, And certaine alſo, 
tooks in the pꝛincipall Bulwarks , and ſome fired the 
D2dinance at the gate. 

In which time, the reſt of the company were not i 
dle, but with great violence did fall in,helping their fel- 
lowes, that they that came firſt, tooke the D2dinance at 
the Weiſlenburgiſh gate, and diſcharged the ſame from 
the carriage, that the Turkes could not come to ſhoste 
of the ſame, againſt the reſt of our people, which were 
pet without, 

When the Turkes perceiued it: they defended them 
ſelnes very valiantly and mantully: wherofmany that 
ware lying in their bedde , and feared no ſuch danger, 
came ſpeedily running out in their ſhirts, as in halt and 
foꝛ feare, not making themſelues ready, defending the- 
ſelues toutly, but pet all in vaine, foz they were all kil⸗ 
led by the Chꝛiſtians. 

The Lozde Adolph of Swartzburg, with certaine 
great Oꝛdinance, went befoze the Caſtle , and with 
ſhooting opened the ſame, wherein he found about 600. 
Turks, which thought to haue ſaued themſelues, which 
were all llaine, with the Baſſa of Raab. The Baſla had 
in each hand a Sabel, and defended hiniſclfe ſc ſtoutly 


and manfully, that he could not be taken aliue, but was 
laſtly thʒuſt thzough by a Wal 8 heade (ticked vp- 
pon 


pon a pole, and ſette oner the Hungarian Bulwarke, 

There were alſo about 3 00, crept vnderneth a Bul⸗ 
wark, wherein ſtoode certaine barrels of Gunpewder. 
TUhich cur men comming vnto, the Turkes weuld not 
reld themſelues, as alſo not locking fo2 any fauour at 
our hands: they ſette the Gunpowder on fire, ſplitte the 
Bul warke, ſpoiled themſelues, and about 3 C00. of cur 
men, which were then vppon the Bulwarke. Uihich 
was a great loſſe, aſwell to dur men, as to themſelues. 
UWhich if it had not happened: it was thought, wee had 
net loſt aboue 2 00, of our people. 

But in the ſame vnloked fo2 ſkirmiſh (which contt- 
nued fiue houres) there was flayne of our men, about 
600, And of the Turks, about 1 5 00, men, There was 
taken aboue 3 00, amongſt the which was a Beglerbeg, 
the Baſlacs ſonne, and two of his Daughters. And a- 
gaine, our men found about 400. Chziſtians there, and 
releaſed them. 

It was alſo well furniſhed with victuals and other 

20uiſions, and almoſt in euery houſe , was great ſtoze 
found, 

DfD2dinance, on the wals and Bulwarks : there 
was 120, Peeces vpon wherles, and there lie pet in the 
Foꝛt 50,Perces, without Carriages, 

Our people had alſo ſo ſlopped all the gates of Raab, 
that not one could come foꝛth, to tell the other Turkes 
neere at hand. So that the Turkes of Stulweiſſenburg, 
ſent 40. Waggons of victuals and munition, gunpows 
der, long Pæces, ſtrongly conducted with Souldiers, 
to Raab. Which came thether euen as the ſkirmiſh was 
ended, who knowing nothing of their great loſſes and 
hurts: cuer made haſt towards the Zowne.UUhen they 
came to the Z2idge,thinking no otherwiſe but that they 
were neere their friends: our men did let them come in, 
one after another. But gaue them ſuch ill entertaine⸗ 
ment, that none eſcaped aliue. Where: vnto the by 
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Palfi helped well: fo2 as they ſo paſſed in good oꝛder to⸗ 
wards Raab, he departed out of his Bulwarke with his 
alke, enuironing them behind, ſlaying them, that none 
could eſcape. Foz locke what could not rearh to the 
— : The ſame did the Loꝛd Palſi, lay hold on, and 
ew. 


The true counterfet of the Lord Pali. 
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Likewiſe was there many of the pꝛincipalleſt Turks, 
which were gone out of Raab, on foꝛraging (as it is nos 
ted at the beginning) comming home, and becauſe they 
knew nothing of their great loſſe, they thought them⸗ 
ſelues moꝛe ſurer: but our men fell vpon them, and lle w 
them. By whom onr men alſo found, (as thee did in the 
Towne) great treaſure, of gold, ſiluer, pꝛetious ſtones, 
and apparell. And haue bꝛought away about 600. faire 
Tur kiſh hozſes,

And ſo, and in this manner (God be therefoze euer 
pꝛayſed and thanked) was this wozthy place gotten a⸗ 
game, which the vehement Enemp with treachery had 
gotten from the Chuiſtians, 4 witheut rec ſon pc ſloſſed. 
And eſpecialip th2oughthe mantull courage of the chic te 
Generali, The Lozd Adolph Baron of Swa: tzhure, re⸗ 
coucred and brought to Chziſlendome . Ther e-vnto 
alſo the hononrable Lozd Palfi, with his rctinac, truly 
helped. 

As the ſayd Lozd Adolph, in his firſt Lekter to the 
Emperoꝛs mateſty pꝛayſeth him, that he in cxpevition of 
theſe affaires, behaued himſelfe valiantly, as hee alſo 
waitcth of the other Captaines, Lieuctcenants, 4 whole 
company. That they in this ſeruice of impoztance, bes 
haued themſelues accozding to his minde, and kept the 
oꝛder appoynted them. And wit hall declareth, that if he 
might be ſone helped with Yozſe-men and Fote⸗men: 
he would with Gods help,ſake his good foztune,in ſome 
other place. 

When theſe newes, were truly bzought tothe Cm 
perour : his Maieſty thanked GDD foz ſuch a glozions 

icto2y, And the people were with 18. Trumpetters, and 
th Dꝛoms, called to the Church, where all the whole 
congregation did fing , Wee prayſe thee 0 God . After 
which, there followed a Sermon, which Sermon, and 
thankſ⸗giuing being finiſhed : There was at the Lion- 
houſe 18, great Peeces of D2dinance, each the times 
ſhot of, fo2 ioꝑ of the obtapned vicozy , And thꝛough the 
whole Citty , was a iopfull feaſt holden , to the pzayſe 
and honour of God.

hortation, wil 3 y we are admo- 


niſhed to giue thanks wich our harts, for 


the obtayned victory: as alſo io true te- 
pentance, and earneſt and de- 
GENE pray er. 


Ike as Godt in old time, by his Pꝛophet, 
„ denounced that Iſracll in Aſſiria and Iury, 
J with their Kings and D2inces, wines 
A and childzen, Could be carried away to 
8 Babilon, the Land deſtroped, and all by 
reaſon of ſinne, kalſe Doctrine, and J dolatep: pet they 
notwithſtanding deſpiſed all warning and admerition, 
perſecuted the Pꝛophets, and fauoured pet their ſinnes, 
till that they gaue the Loꝛd cauſe, to thꝛuſt them out ot 
his ſight . Euen ſo, and in like manner, hath Gad our 
Chzift, in the latter dapes of the woꝛld, alſo dencunced 
vnto vs, ot Gog and Magog Nleſech and Thubal. which 
are euen the Turkes, Tarters, and ſuch like people, 
That they with great multitudes ſhould ouer⸗runne, 
harry, and ſpoyle Chꝛiſtendome, and all thzough his 
wꝛath, by reaſon of our nne. Fo2 thus ſapth the Lo2d, 
in the 38, Chapter ol Czechiell . It ſhall come to paſſe, 
when Gog ſhall come: that my anger ſhall goe forth in 
my wrath, and I ſpeake tie ſame in my icalouſic , and in 


the fire of anger. 
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Whereby it is cleare, that the Turke is nothing els, 
buf the wzathfull anger of GD D, againſt cur ſinncs, 
which he now, eſpectally, in his gracious viſitatirn, and 
reuelation of his holy woꝛd, in all places of Chꝛiſten⸗ 
dome, findeth to be ſo great: that it may euen now be 
ſapd of vs, as it is witten of Iſraell. The children of Iſ- 
raell ſinned againſt the Lord theyr God, which brought 
them out of the land of Egipt, & ſetled themſelues againſt 
the Lord. And when the Loꝛd ſayd vnte them, Turne 
away from your euill doings, and keepe my commaunde- 
ments: They harkned not, but ſtifned their necks like 
the necks of their foze-fathers. Ther foꝛe are we th2zeat- 
ned ſo much the moꝛe: in ſo much as in theſe dayes, we 
haue moze grace and warning thꝛough his holy Goſpel, 
then many of our foꝛe⸗fathers, and pꝛedeceſſoꝛs. 


Whereby it followeth then. What can a man doe, 
02 what will he doe, when he hath God himſelfe and the 
Turke, againſt him. But the chiefeſt and next way is, 
as he ſaith himſelfe: Turne away from your euill doings, 
and keepe my lawes and commaundements . Foz by that 
meanes we bzing God againe to vs, and may with com- 
fozt goe againſt our Enemies. 


And withall, let all Chꝛiſtian people be here-with ad- 
moniſhed, both high and low degrees, Superſours and 
Subiccts, touching the great danger pet to come, of the 
pꝛofeſſed Enemy of Chꝛiſtian name (the Turke) and 
what Enemies els ſoeuer there be: that euery one p2e- 
pare himſelfe to God, kepe himſelfe from falſe poarine, 
and leane with all his cndeuour, to the dere and pꝛeti⸗ 
dus woꝛd of God, and his holy Sacraments , To ende- 
uo ir him ſelfe, as it were befoze God, to liue accozding 
to his woꝛd, and with good conſcience, both openly and 
ſecretlp, te leaue of from euill, and to doe god. So then 
ifeucry one wil ſo doe: we may then be aſſured of Gods 

p;omiſes, 
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pꝛomiſes, where he ſayth , Turne you to me, and I will 
turne me to you. The which he hath ſhewed by many 
notable examples amongſt his people, when they were 
ſoꝛeſt oppꝛeſſed of their Enemies, and in the very mid- 
deſlal their punichment, turned vnto God: God did alſo 
turne vnto them, and gaue them oftentimes great foz; 
tune and vicozy,againſt their Enemies. 


Foꝛ ſo GO D ſayth furthermoze himſelfe, that he wil 
punilh the Enemies ol Chziltendome , Gog, Magog, 
Thuball, and Meſech, that they ſhall fall vpon the hills 
of Iſraell, which is (as all Chꝛiſtian Teachers doe vn⸗ 
derſtand it) in the lands of Chꝛiſtendome, into which the 
. ſame Enemies ſhall fall: and God will finally caſt the 
ſame Enemy, and all whatſocuer is againſt his Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtendome, together, into the firy lake. 


Mhereot we haue now (Ood be thanked) a faire er- 
ample, of the glozious vicco :p, which we through Gods 
helpe, had at the ſtrong Towne of Raab. Eſpecially be- 
cauſe God heard the harty ſighing and earneſt pzayers 
of his faithfull , himſelfe landing by, and helping our 
Chzifttan Souldiers. If now the wicked (wherof alas 
there are alwayes moꝛe then godly) would turne away 
from their euill wapes, to the little heape of the godly, 
with true #pentance, and with them call carneftly vp- 
on God: God would vndoubtedly ſhew vs yet greater 

helpe. and raiſe vp ſach valiant Souldiers, and giue 
them ſuch harts and courage: that with the comfoꝛt of 
Gods helpe, dare goe vnder the very noſes of their Ene⸗ 
mies. Therfoꝛe let euerp one, fo2 the honour of God, 
helpe, and deliuer p, fo2 his owne tempoꝛall pzoſperity 
and ſaluation, be admoniſhed to repentance . 


Fo2 if the ſame haue not a right paſſage thꝛough vs: 
God can ſone with-dzaw his helpe againe, that one land 
Id 3 after 
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after another muſt abide it, as Iſraell and Iuda and many 
Kings and kingdoms did, which heeretoloze were Chats 
ftians, as hithertois come to paſſe. And pet can God 
make a difference both of ſpirituall and wozloly , with 
them which repent and amend: and them alſo which doe 
not repent, 


But becauſe pꝛaper is the beſt armour, whereby we 
call vpon Chꝛiſt in faith: let vs with harty thanks, foz 
the obtained vicozy, calling enermoze to God, with hart 
and mouth, ſay, Weprayſe thee, O God, &c.
